(c ) Theminimum marks that a candidate should secure for a pass 
will be 90/250 for the languages group and 120,350 for the subjects group.

(c ) Special appearance for First Language

Ms. No. 532/70 /S.Edn . dated 24-12-1970 ) provided such appearance is at 
the close of the academic year in which the candidate studied in Standard X 
for the first time (G.O.Ms. 32/74 /G.Edn. dated 18-2-1974 ). 

Students belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and 
Other Eligible Community including Kudumbies and converts from among 
them as notified as such by the Director of Harijan Welfare are eligible for 
exemption from payment of examination fees for two appearances, provided 
the second chance is within a period of 3 years from the first appearance for 
the examination . Students belonging to all other communities including 
backward classes have to pay examination fees for their second appearance 
onwards.

(1) and ( 2) of section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (Central 
Act 10 of 1955 ), read with the Order of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Irrigation (Department of Food ) No. G. S. R. 800 , 
dated the 9th June, 1978 published in the Gazette of India Part II, Section 3 , 
sub -section ( 1) dated the 17th June, 1978 , the Government of Kerala hereby 
make the following order further to amend the Kerala Sugar Dealers’ Licensing 
Order, 1967 issued under Notification No. 16101/ Fd.A2 /67-1 /Fd . D. dated the 
22nd November , 1967, namely : 

1. Short title. This Order may be called the Kerala Sugar Dealers 
Licensing (Amendment) Order, 1980 . 
2. Amendments . In the Kerala Sugar Dealers Licensing Order, 1967, 

(1) after sub -clause (c) of clause 2 , the following clause shall be inserted , 
namely : 

" (d ) “ levy sugar " means sugar supplied by the State Government 

from the sugar made available to them by the Central Govern 

ment by levy on sugar factories" .

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( 2 ) in sub - clause (1) of clause 3, after the words as a dealer in” and 
before the words " free sale sugar”, the words " levy sugar or” shall be inserted .

( 3) Every licensee shall submit to the licensing authority or any officer 

authorised by him in this behalf a true return , in Form C of the 
stocks, receipts and deliveries of sugar every month so as to 
reach him within 5 days after the close of the month . 
Licensee to issue receipt or invoice. — Every licensee shall issue to every 
customer a correct receiptor invoice , as the case may be, showing his 
own name, address and licence number, the name, address, the 
licence number (if any) of the customer the date of transaction , 
the quantity sold , the price per quintal and the total amount 
charged and shall keep a duplicate of the same to be available for 
inspection on demand by the licensing authority or any other Officer 
authorised by him in this behalf.
